The District Court of Appeal af- 
firmed yesterday the Superior Court 
of Los Angeles in finding $1000 in 
favor of Earl Newmire in an action 
brought to recover damages for 
breach of contract in his discharge by 
Caroline W. Ford, charged with nf 
der. It appéared that Newmire was 
retained by Mrs. Ford to conduct her | 
defense, but was afterward dis- 
charged. The amount to be paid 
Newmire for the service was $1600, 
but this amount was reduced in the 
final judgment. Newmire appealed to 
the District Court, claiming he should 
have had the original amount, but 
the court affirmed the amount. 


Supreme Court Lays Down Doctrine 
that Those Interested in a Will Have 
Rights of Administration. 

The Supreme Court of California, in 
a decision involvi the estate of 
Count D. Rankin, w died intestate 
April 3, 1911, has laid down the doc- 
trine that In the case of a foreign 
will a person “interested in the will” 
is, by virtue of that fact alone, if 
competent, entitled to letters of ad- 
ministration as against one who, like 
the Public Administrator, is not. 

When Rankin died all of his p 
erty, including an orange grove in 
Riverside county, was left to Annie 
Rankin, his mother. She was a non- 
resident of California, as was also 
Arthur A. Bartlett, who had been 
named administrator. 

W. C. Frazer asked for letters of 
administration of the estate on the 
ground that he held certain assign- 
ments of interest in the estate by An- 
sole legatee. The 
Public Administrator opposed the 
Frazer motion and asked that he be 
pamed administrator. The Probate 
Court decided tn favor of Frazer and 
the Supreme Court affirmed the deci- 
sion.
